BUILDING HISTORY 

The LAA Gallery was built in 1921 on land 
purchased from Florence Griswold in 
1917. Artists Frank Bicknell, William 
Chadwick, Harry Hoffman, Wilson Irvine, 
Lawton Parker, William Robinson, Edward 
Rook, and Gregory Smith worked with ar- 
chitect Charles A. Platt, designer of the 
Freer Art Gallery in Washington, DC, to 
develop plans for the gallery as we see it to- 
day. 

In 1992, seventy-one years later, associate 
member and architect Harry Danos 
climbed about in the rafters and upper re- 
gions of our building and assessed our 
structural state. He was impressed with the 
s k ill of the designers and ingenuity of their 
engineering in the trussing which gives ba- 
sic form to a gallery such as ours. In other 
words it is deserving of its historical status 
on many counts. We hope Danos will elab- 
orate on his findings to create a useful re- 
source for students and researchers.

For each exhibition, we send announce- 
ments or invitations for the opening re- 
ception. Last year, we introduced a plan 


for using a black& white shot of a differ- 
ent artist Member’s work for each an- 
nouncement card. We drew names from 

a hat and Lou Bonamarte did the
